Tal Walton, the police expert on “‘mys- 
terious disappearances,”’ gave a practical 
illustration of the art of disappearing Bat- 
urday and for two days the man who 
knows all about the missing men, women 
and children of St. Louis was himself one 
of their number. 

The police are helpless to find a missing 
man without Walton because he is the only 
man who knows all about them and keeps 
a book full of their descriptions. He'is 
called the ‘‘calico clerk’ and comes neurer 
knowing where a missing man is than any- 
body e # except the man himself. 

Conse ‘uently when he disappeared Satur- 
day the police expressed no hope of find- 
ing him. He had failed to appoint a suc- 
cessor and leave a record of himself. 

Monday morning, however, realizing that 
the police were helpless, he sent them a 
telegram about a missing train. He did

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WIFE’S BRAVERY SAVES 
LIVES IN A RUNAWAY 
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To the bravery of his wife and their 11- 
year-old daughter, Helen, Clarence A. 
White, of 1620 McPherson avenue, credits 
the facts that he is still allve after a 
thrilling ride of a mile and one-half be- 
hind a runaway horse Sunday evening. 

The runaway started on the drive from 
the Glen Eco County clubhouse leading to 
Hunt avenue and terminated when the ve- 
hicle carrying Mr. White collided with a 
telegraph pole at Hunt avenue and the Bt. 
Charles rock road. ' 

When the horse started upon his mad 
raca. Mr. White attempted to double wrap 


in the runabout to do so. The horse jerked 
with such force that Mr. White would have 
been pulled over the dashDoard and thrown 
beneath the animals feet had not the 
strong arm of Mrs. White. who is an ex- 
pert golfer, drawn him back inte his seat. 
Before the vebicle had passed out of the 
club grounds, Mrs. White jumped to give 
her husband more room in which to handle 
the maddened horse. The little girl, how- 
ever, clung to the seat of the runabout 
throughout its wild flight, never uttering 
a cry of fear. Her coolness steadied Mr. 
White in attempting to end his highly dan- 
gerous journey, and he finally did so. 


Girl Uninjured; 
Parents Hurt. 

As it was, brave little Helen escaped. in- 
jury entirely. Her parents were not 80 
fortunate. Mre. White severely sprained 
her ankle in her daring leap, and Mr. 
White was very painfully, though not se- 
riously, injured about the head and should- 
ers. 

Mrs. White has the sympathy of a wide 
circle of friends over her injury Sunday, as 
she only recently recovered from shock and 
injuries in another runaway accident. Mr. 
White was kept busy receiving congratu- 
lations Monday over his success in saving 
his family from more serious injuries. 

The runaway in which Mr. and Mrs. 
White were injured was the second in 
which. the same horse and vehicle figured 
during the afternoon.

White and the little girl followed on the 
street car. 

Mr. White sent a negro boy with the run- 
about to meet them.
